REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON FUNDING THE 
TOWN DEBT. 


PITTSFIELD, Mass., January 23, 1882. 

The committee appointed at the annual meeting of the town April 11th, 
A. D., 1881, under Article 26 in the Warrant therefor, submit the following 
report :— 

The committee met and organized May 21st, 1881, by choice of John C. 
Parker, chairman, and John F. VanDeusen, clerk. Mr. James M. Barker, 
treasurer of the commissioners of the Sinking Funds, offered to take the 
whole of the $10,000.00 loan on the 1st day of December, 1881, in town of 
Pittsfield Coupon Bond for $10,000, with interest at 4 1-2 per cent. per an- 
num, payable semi-annually, principal payable June 1st, 1895, and pay the 
par value therefor, viz: 10,000. And the committee voted to accept the offer 
as above made; and on the 1st day of. December, 1881, the. committee re 
ceived from Mr. Barker $10,000, and issued therefor Registered Bond of the 
town of Pittsfield, No. 10, for $10,000.00, in the name of the Commissioners 
of the Sinking Funds of the town of Pittsfield, with interest at the rate of 
4 1-2 per cent., payable semi-annually, principal payable June 1st, A. D., 
1895, which bond was signed by said committee and town treasurer, and 
countersigned by the Board of Selectmen, and duly recorded in the Register 
in the office of the town clerk. (Said Registered Bond was issued in place 
of the Coupon Bond voted to be issued, for the reason that the commissioners 
of the Sinking Funds preferred a Registered Bond.) 

The commitee paid and took up and cancelled the note of the town dated 
December 1st, 1876, for $10,000.00, payable to the Executors of the Estate 
of William Pollock, the interest thereon being paid by Josiah Carter, town 
treasurer. |

On the first day of June, 1851, the Board received from the Town treasu- 
rer $8,500 appropriated by the town, and $225 interest to June Ist. 1851, on

On the 16th of November, 1881, the Board authorized the sale of $8,200

town, of the Town of Pittsficld Registered Bond —— for $10,000, which 
was to be issued on the 1st day of December, in payment of the Pollock 
note to become due on that day. And on the Ist day of December, 1881, 
the treasurer paid the committee on funding the town debt $10,000, and 
took therefor Town of Pittsfield Registered Bond No. 10 for $10,000, dated 
that day, principal payable June 1st, 1895, with interest semi-annually at 
4 1-2 per cent. per annum. And the treasurer was authorized to buy and 
bought a $50.00 U. S. Registered 4 per cent. Bond with a portion of the 
funds remaining in his hands.

The committee appointed by the town under Article 37 in the warrant. for 
the annual meeting, which meeting was duly held on the 12th day of April. 
1880, have attended to their duties and submit the following report of their 
doings: ; 

The committee organized April 14th, 1880, by the clection of James M. 
Barker, Chairman, and John Y. Van Deusen, Clerk. At which meeting it 
was voted to issue proposals for the whole or any part of a loan of $110.- 
000.00, to bear interest at the rate of 4 1-2 per cent. per annum, payable semi- 
annually on the first days of June and Deeember in each year, the principal 
to be payable June 1st, A. D. 1895, the bonds to be either coupons or regis- 
tered. 

The committee issued a circular inviting proposals for said loan in accord- 
ance with said vote, and mailed a copy thereof to 81 persons and moneyed 
corporations in the States of Massachusetts and Connecticut, and published 
in the Berkshire County Eagle aud Pittsfield Sun an advertisement soliciting 
proposals for the whole or any part of said loan, to be sent to Henry W. 
Taft, Esq., on or before May 1st, 1880, on which day the committee met at 
the Court House, in accordance with said published notices, and found that 
fifteen bids had been received. 9 were for the whole or parts of loan at par, 
5 were for the whole or parts of loan at from 1-2 of 1 per cent. up to 
.02 15-100 per cent. premium ; and one by Henry K. Simon of Greenfield, 
Mass., for the whole loan at the following premiums, and were the highest 
bids received.

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And it was voted to accept the ten highest bids of said Simons for $100, - 
000.00 of the loan, the net premiums of which amounted to $3,000.00; and 
to accept the bid of the Commissioners of the Sinking Funds of the Town 
of Pittsfield for $10,000.00 at par. 

On the 1st day of June, 1880, the committee issued eight Registered Bonds 
for $5,000 each to the Greenfield Savings Bank, and 60 Coupon Bonds for 
$1,000 each, of the Town of Pittstield, the principal pavable June 1st, 1895. 
and interest at 4 1-2 per cent. semi-annually on the first days of June and 
December, at the National Bank of Redemption at Boston, at the option of 
the holders, for which the committee received $103,100.00. 

The committee also issued to the Commissioners of the Sinking Funds 
Registered Bond No. 9 for $10,000. for which they received $10,000. 

The committee loaned the town $8,500 to place it in funds to pay the ap- 
propriation of $8,500 to the Sinking Funds, and also loaned the town the 
further sum of $11,5000, making $20,000, and took town notes for said re- 
spective sums on demand with interest at 4 1-2 per cent., said loan being 
made in anticipation of the taxes for the currcnt year, and to place the 
committee in funds of pay the note ot the Town to the Commonwealth of 
$10,000, due November 24, 1880, and the Town note to Wm. Pollock’s es- 
tate of $10,000, due Dec. 4th, 1880. 

The committee paid the principal of the demand notes of the town men- 
tioned in their report and in the statement hereto annexed marked “A”, 
and cancelled the same, amounting to $90,000, and paid for printing Bonds, 
Town Seal, Register for Bonds, Books, Postage and other expenses, amount- 
ing to $251.94. And after consulting the Sclectmen, and at their suggestion 
and with their approbation, paid the committee for their compensation $150. 
And paid the Treasurer of the Sinking Funds the balance in their hands of 
the net premium received on sale of bonds, of $2,698.06. 

On November 30th,.1880, the Committee received from the Town Treast- 
rer $20,000 in payment of the principal of the two notes of the town, dated 
June 1st, 1880, respectively, held by the committee, and also $450, the in- 
terest thereon to December, 1880; and the committee paid the principal of 
and cancelled the note to the Commonwealth of $10,000, and the note to 
Wm. Pollock's estate of 310,000, and paid in to the Town Treasury $450.00, 
the amount received by them as interest on said two town notes. 

The Bonds issued by the committee were signed by Josiah Carter, Treas- 
urer, and by James M. Barker, Henry W. Taft and John R. Warriner. 
Committee, and countersigned by John C. Parker, A. E. Goodrich and $. 
N. Russell, Selectmen, and the Town Stal affixed to each. The Registered 
Bonds were also countersigned by James Wilson, Town Clerk, and duly 
registered by him in accordance with the vote of the town under chapter 
338 of the Acts of 1876, in a book provided by said committee. 

The committee procüred an extra. bond of each kind issued by them as a 
safeguard, to compare with bonds presented for payment or exchange, both 
of which have been deposited in the Agricultural National Bank. 

The committee also procured and had bound in book form, blank forms 
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of Registered Bonds of the town, that it might be prepared to issue Regis- 
tered Bonds in place of Coupon Bonds, if the holders should desire them, 
and have placed said book in the Agricultural National Bank for safe keep- 
ing.

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I would respectfully request the appointment of one more man to the 
regular Police force. I think the increase in the Police force should keep 
pace with the increase in population. There has been no increase in the 
force since 1876, the population then was a little over 12,000, while the 
population at present will not, I think, fall much under 15,000. I know 
that to many the increase of the Police force, and thereby the increase in 
expenditure, will be unpopular, but I believe the preservation of good order 
isa vital necessity, and without an adequate Police force that is impossible. 

The telephone placed in the Police Station last fall has proved a great 
convenience, by it, we are in communication with all parts of the town, and 
persons in want of the assistance of the Police have only to call the Police 
station and all calls will be promptly attended to. We are also in commu- 
nication with several of the adjoining towns, and inquiries that formerly 
required. several hours are now answered in a few moments, thereby saving 
time and expense. 

And now Gentlemen in closing allow me to thank you for the confidence 
you have shown in me by appointing me to the resposible office of chief of 

Police, if my efforts to enforce the Laws and preserve order have met your‏ د 
approval I shall be more than satisticd. To my brother officers who have‏

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REPORT OF BOARD OF IIEALTII. 


The undersigned respectfully submit the following report : 

The Board met and organized April 14th, 1881, with Dr. O. S. Roberts, 
Chairman, and John F. Van Deusen, Secretary. Soon after organizing, a 
system of inspection was instituted at regular intervals, of all suspected 
places where discase-producing agencies were most likely to be found. In 
this way were easily visited many of the large blocks, some of which are 
not only used for business places, but whose upper floors are occupied by 
tenants—tenements of the poorer classes, —situated in bad places, low-lying 
grounds, &c. By the advise and direction of the Board, immense quantities 
of garbage and filth of all kinds were at once removed and safely deposited. 
Cellars were inspected and advice given as to disinfecting and prevention of 
causes of diseases from dampness and other sources. The advice and rc- 
quirements of the Board in the majority of instances have been properly 
received and complied with ; but in some cases, however, its recommenda- 
tions have been very inefficiently carried out after frequent solicitation ; in 
n few instances its authority and influence have been entirely evaded hy 
promises,—the makers, it is fair to presume, never intended to fulfil. 

Instructions and argument with the laudable intention of awakening in- 
terest in hygiene with such parties, has ceased to be a virtue, and it will be 
the duty of future Boards of Health, especially if they would profit by the 
experience of this, to see what virtue there is in law as applied to this class 
of cases, l 

One hundred and fifty-seven complaints of nuisances have been made to 
the Board during the year, all of which received prompt attention, and the 
causes were removed upon notice except in a few cases.

This shows an increase of 54 over the previous year and the cause is not 
easily explained, Scarlet fever so prevalent the year before was not so com- 
mon and of a very mild type. The mortality for diphtheria was slightly in- 
creased, consumption claims the greatest number among the causes of death 
and pneumonia stands next on the Hst. The greatest number of deaths from 
consumption occurred in March, the number being 10. Persons of foreign 
birth and parentage furnished more than half the number that died of this 
disease. Deaths from pneumonia occurred in every month of the year cx- 
cept April, three, the greatest number in any month, being reported for 
November and December each. The mortality from typhoid fever appi- 
rently shows that this discase has not been more frequent than last year. 
Twenty-seven died upwards of 70 years of age, the oldest being 90, and there 
were 38 deaths under 2 years of age. 

On January 31, last, a case of small pox was reported to the Board, The 
person afflicted was an employee of the Pittsfield Paper Stock Co, Vigorous 
measures were at once adopted to prevent the spread of the disease. Sus- 
pecting that the discase originated in the rag room of the above company, 
an inspection was an once made of the premises and inquiry made as to 
sickness and cause of absence of operatives, Upon examination of persons 
absent on account of sickness, two were found to be suffering from the 
initial symptoms of small pox. The houses were at once quarantined and 
developments awaited. In this way 3 cases of small pox and one of varioloid 
were early discovered and as with the first one removed to. the hospital pro- 
vided therefor. Subsequently 2 more cases of small pox and one of vario- 
loid were developed in the houses quarantined and these were also at once 
removed. Three deaths from small pox occurred. The Board required the 
Paper Stock Co, to discharge their employees and to thoroughly cleanse and 
disenfect the premises occupied by them; the company subsequently were 
allowed to resume business. The inhabitants have cause for congratulation 
in the faet that the company has since suspended business here. 

The members of the Board take this opportunity to acknowledge their 
appreciation of the substantial and cordial aid given them by the Selectmen 
in their efforts to control and prevent the spread of contagion, while dealing 
with this outbreak of small pox. 
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On May 5, owing to the prevalence of small pox at Adams and other sur- 
rounding towns and cities, it was deemed prudent to issue a notice calling 
the attention of inhabitants to the necessity of observing the published reg- 
ulations relating to vaccination, at the same time the superintendent of the 
publie schools was requested to. notify the teachers under his charge to re- 
quire from each pupil a certificate of recent vaccination. A similar notice 
was issued February Ist, this regulation was readily and generally complied 
with and it is believed that ۵ more thorough protection by vaccination has 
never been enjoyed by the public. 

The task of keeping the waters of Silver Lake suitable to be used for pro- 
ducing the ice supply of the town, is one of many difficulties ; it is the 
natural drainage of the eastern portion of the town, and a system of sewer- 
age is in the opinion of the Board the only safe method to be pursued. The 
causes of contamination heretofore existing north of the pond have been 
partially abated. The County Commissioners constructed the past year an- 
other cesspool near the jail, which will prevent for a time the sewage there- 
from running into the stream that enters the lake. The occupants of the 
woolen mill do not at present wash wool there, but have agreed to. put in 
an apparatus to filter their wash water before. beginning again to cleanse 
wool at their mill. 

In their inspection of the entire circumference of the Lake, the Board 
found many cases of violation of its regulations, and are satisfied that much 
deleterious matter could be prevented from getting into the water if the oc- 
cupants of houses in the vicinity were compelled to comply with the regu- 
lations, 

The Board made an arrangement with owners of land on the ditch run- 
ning from the Dunham lot on Center Street to the river, caused the same to 
be dug out, and thus drained off a large portion of water that had formerly 
been allowed to become stagnant, and also caused the ditch close to the road 
to be filled up. thereby removing an unsightly object and cause of noxious 
gases,
